Clergyman Carried Into

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LONDON, Nov. 23.—The Rev. 
Eric Maurice Farrar, rector of 
Rock, Worcestershire, with a rec- 
ord of 40 years distinguished serv- 
ice as an Anglican clergyman, was 
found guilty at Winchester Assize 
Court yesterday of defamatory libel 
against Miss Dorothy Grace Shep- 
pard, 18-year-old daughter of a 
public house proprietor at Ryde, 
Isle of Wight. 

Though the technical charge was 
libel, the letter on which it was 
based was one Farrar wrote to 
Miss Sheppard proposing that she 
be his paid mistress. Farrar was 
not sentenced to prison, owing to 
bad health, but was bound over. 

Last summer, Farrar, in search 
of a semiholiday, took over for a 
ghort time the pulpit of St. Helen’s 
Church, near Ryde. In September 
he inserted advertisements in a 
Ryde newspaper for a young wom- 
an to read to an elderly gentle- 
man. Miss Sheppard replied and 
then received the letter from Far- 
rar, making the proposal. 


Mother Causes Rector’s Arrest. 


She immediately showed this to 
her mother and Farrar was arrest- 
ed. A few days later the Bishop 
of Worcestershire, Dr. E. H. 
Pearce, issued an order prohibit- 
ing Farrar from conducting fur- 
ther services, which presumably 
will be followed by his removal 
from the ranks of active Anglican 
clergymen. 

Shortly after Farrar’s arrest he 
wrote Miss Sheppard a letter of 
apology. in which he said: 

“T think it is up to me as a man 
most humbly to apologize deeply 
fc. the insulting letter I wrote you. 
I crave your forgiveness. I know it’s 
no excuse, but soon after posting 
such a disgraceful letter I deter- 
mined that 1 would not keep the 
appointment. The consequences 
since you showed the letter to the 
police have ruined me, and more 
grievous still, have ruined my inno- 
cent wife and boys, two of whom 
have just completed college careers 
and been taken away. For if I'm 
condemned, as I deserve to be, by 
your testimony against me, I'm 
done forever. 

“I’m utterly ruined and it seems 
an awful punishment for what was 
a crime in thought only. I im- 
plore you not to show this letter 
to the police. My object in writing 
it is just to express.my regard 
Yours in despair.” 

Carried Into Court on Stretcher. 

Farrar was carried into court on 
a stretcher, suffering from an in- 
flamed vein in his leg. 

A Dr. Hill testified that Farrar 
at the time he wrote the letter 
was not in good health and was 
not normal. Justice Charles, ad- 
dressing Farrar after the verdict, 
said that at the time he wrote the 
first letter, “Your judgment and 
decency were so warped as to make 
you unfit to act as a minister of 
God.” 

Farrar looked up at the Judge 
but did not reply, and friends then 
wheeled him out of court.

CARDINAL ORDERS CEMETERY 
VISITED BY THRONGS CLOSED 


Beginning Monday, Only Funerals 
Will Be Admitted to Burial 
Ground at Maldon, Mass,

BOSTON, Nev. 23.—Cardinal 
O’Connell announced yesterday 
that the Holy Cross Cemetery at 
Malden would be’closed to all but 
funerals, beginning Monday. The 
cemetery has been visited by thou- 
sunds during the last few weeks as 
the result of reports of miraculous 
cures at the grave of the Rev. Pat- 
rick J. Power.

$5000 FIRE ON ROOF OF NEW 
7-STORY DEACONNESS HOSPITAL 


Flames Confined to Roofing Mate- 
rials; Structure Nearing Com- 
pletion. 

The roof of the new seven-stor7 
Deaconness Hospital, nearing com- 
pletion at 6150 Oakland avenue, 
was damaged by fire shortly before 
noon today when a kettle of tar. 
being heated over an oil burner, 
boiled over and the liquid was, ig- 
nited. The flames, which were 
confined chiefly to roofing mate- 
rials and roofing surface already 
laid, spread over an area about 
50 feet square before firemen ar- 
rived.

GLIGING TO LiF

End Seems Only Matter of 
Hours — Wants to Die 
Among Men With No 
Women at Bedside.

ASKS FOR SIMPLE 
PRIVATE FUNERAL 


Though an Atheist Ex-Pre- 
mier Receives Benedic- 
tion From Bishop, a Life- 
long Friend. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Nov. 23. — Drs. De 
Gennes and Laubry, making a 
visit shortly after 8 o'clock this 
evening, found former Premier 


‘Clemenceau, 88 years old, still in 


a state of coma but with enough 
vitality to make them believe he 
might live until morning. 


Dr, de Gennes said the patient 
was suffering no longer and that 
the extraordinary strength dis- 
played by his heart might keep him 
alive for awhile, 

“Death may come at any time,” 
he said. “It is probable that it will 
come within 24 hours, but with 
Clemenceau a miracle is always 
possible,” It was plain, however, 
that the doctor had given up hope. 

The former Premier, who -has 
been in a coma most of the time, 
regained semiconsciousness when 
Dr. Laubry visited him this after- 
noon, but it was only for a mo- 
ment, and soon afterward Prof. 
Gosset, kidney specialist, found 
the patient unchanged. 

The uremia had increased and 
there appeared nothing the doctors 
could do to eliminate the poison. 
Clemenceau’s heart, however, was 
still stronger than had been expect- 
ed in view of the strain during 
the last 36 hours. 


Many Inquire About Conditions. 

In Paris the newspapers, news 
agencies and public offices were 
besieged by telephone calls about 
Clemenceau’s condition. Among 
those who called at the Clemen- 
ceau home today was Col, Alfred 
Dreyfus, whose champion Clemen- 
ceau had been many years ago 
during the famous Dreyfus case. 

The old ‘Tiger’ wants to die 
among men. In one of his rare 
moments of lucidity this afternoon 
he told his doctors that he did not 
want any women around his bed 
at the moment of his death. 

“T want no women and I want 
no tears,” he said. “Let me die 
before men.” 

He even asked Sister Theoneste, 
who had attended him almost every 
night during his illness, to prom- 
ise to go away when it was sure 
that the end was at hand.. 

Although emphatic in one of his 
last periods of consciousness that 
“Clemenceau, the confirmed athe- 
ist, will be buried without benefit 
of clergy,” he/ received today the 
personal benediction from Bishop 
De La Valette of Mont Brun. 

The Bishop. a personal friend of 
Clemenceau, visited the sickroom 
shortly before 4 o’clock this after- 
noon. Through the slightly opened 
bedroom door,- held by Sister of 
Charity Theoneste, the Bishop gave 
the dying man benediction. 


Mutters Unintelligible Phrases. 

From midnight on he was slight- 
ly delirious, muttering softly unin- 
telligible phrases from time to 
time ~"hile his doctors, Raiga a: i 
Jacquemaire, bent over him listen- 
ing to his heart or moistening his 
lips. 

Early in the night he dozed fit- 
fully, his eyes half closed. At 
times he seemed to recognize che 
persons about him, but appeared 
too weak to speak. There was one 
period of complete consciousness 
{et before midnight when he spoke 
a few words to his son. Michel, 
and his executor, Pietri, whom he 
reminded that he did not want a 
public funeral but wished to he 
buried simply beside his father at 
Mouilleron-en-Pareds, Vendee. He 
seemed to realize fully his state. 

At one time during the night 
persons close to him said his kid- 
neys had not acted in more than 
12 hours. He has taken no nour- 
ishment except a few drops of 
milk which his nurse was able to 
force down his throat. 

Administration of narcotics 
failed to deaden the pain in his 
abdomen. So intense was his suf- 
fering that Dr. de Gennes said. “I 
no longer recognize the patient.”

Machine Slides on the Frost- 
Covered Plank Flooring, 
Goes Through Wooden 
Rail, and Plunges 30 Feet 


William Goetzensperger, former 
manager of the Fred Haryey res- 
taurant at Union Station, was 
killed early today when an auto- 
mobile driven by his sister-in-law, 
Miss Ethel Saucier, skidded 
through the wooden guard railj of 
the Fyler avenue viaduct and 
dropped 30 feet to the ground. 

Goetzensperger, who was 55 
years old, was dead of a broken 
neck when removed from the ma- 
chine by residents of the neighbor- 
hood, who were attracted by the 
crash at 12:50 o’clock. 

Miss Saucier, 26, was taken to 
City Hospital, where physicians 
said she suffered a skull fracture 
and internal injuries. She told po- 
lice she drove her brother-in-law’s 
machine, as he did not like to 
drive, and called for him last night 
at the Liederkranz Club, Grand 
boulevard and Flad avenue. After 
rounding ‘the first of two shafp 
curves on the yaiduct the sedan 
skidded on the frost-coated road- 
way and plunged through the 
guard rail, Miss Saucier explained. 

The flooring of the viaduct is of 
planking, which becomes slippery 
when wet or frost-coated. Several 
serious accidents have occurred on 
the bridge, due to skidding. 

Since last July, Goetzensperger 
managed a restaurant for the 
Pierce Petroleum Corporation at 
Des Peres, Mo., where he lived 
with his wife, Gertrude. Miss Sau- 
cler made her home with them. Be- 
fore taking the position at Des 
Peres, Goetzensperger was man 
ager of the Fred Harvey Restaur- 
ant for 17 years, except for a brief 
period during which he managed 
the Liederkranz Club, of whih he 
was a member. He attended a 
meeting of ‘°e Schiaraffia Club, a 
social organization of which he was 
secretary, at Liederkranz Club last 
night.

LABOR TO SEEK HIGHER 
PAY BUT NOT JUST NOW 


President Green of A. F. L. Ex- 
pects Normal Industrial Con- 
ditions in Few Months. 


By the Associated Press.’ 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 23. —Pre- 
dicting a general restoration of 
confidence within a few months, 
President Green of the American 
Federation of Labor said today 
that at that time labor would be 
prepared to demand and secure 
higher wages and greater leisure, 
He observed that the initial ef- 


fect of the collapse of the stock 
market has been successfully over- 
come, and that although labor 
leaders at the conference with 
President Hoover agreed that it 
would be unwise to demand in- 
creases in wages at present, “with- 
in a few months industrial condi- 
tions will become normal, confi- 
dence and stability In industry and 
finance will be restored.” 

Then, he said, “labor, strong and 
aggressive, will be prepared to de- 
mand and secure higher wages and 
a greater degree of leisure so that 
the use of the products of the mill, 
mine and factory will balance with 
the facilities of production.”

Its Value Had Declined 
$128,000 Since Crash — 
Out $300,000 Protecting 
Customers’ Accounts. 


John F. Betts, member of the 
New York and St. Louis Stock Ex- 
changes, who had lost more than 
$400,000 in the recent collapse of 
stock prices, ended his life early 
today by swallowing poison at his 
home, 5150 Westminster place. 

Unable to sleep for several 
nights because of worry, Betts had 
been given sleeping powders. He 
had been in the habit of arising 
at night and pacing the floor. 
When he got up shortly before & 
o’clock this morning, his wife pre- 
pared a sandwich far him. He re- 
turned to bed, but soon went down- 
stairs and walked around. LEear- 
ing him moaning in the kitchen, 
his wife ran downstairs and found 
him collapsed on the kitchen floor, 
with the odor of the poison on his 
breath. 

He was unconscious, according 
to the familly. Removed in an ain- 
bulance to St. Luke’s Hospital, he 
died at 6:19. He left no note. 

Lost in Carrying Customers 

Two months ago Betts paid 
$478,000 cash for a seat on the 
New York Stock Exchange, com- 
pleting a comeback from his 1921 
failure in the brokerage business 
tie told his friends then that he 
had sold at a profit what stocks hw 
owned to buy the exchange mem- 
bershjp. 

“He lost about $300,000 attempt- 
ing to carry some of his customers 
when the market crashed,” «a 
spokesman for the family said to- 
day. “He refused to sell them out 
and protect himself—he was » 
kindly. Although they owed bim 
heavily, he let them hang on, hop- 
ing stocks would recover.” 

Value of Seat Drops $128,000. 

Faced with this Mability of ap- 
proximately $300,000, Betts had 
worried over the apparent necessity 
of selling his New York Stock Ex- 
change seat to raise money with 
which to meet these obligations. 
He became disheartened Thursday 
when a seat on the exchange was 
sold for $360.000, resulting in a 
loss of $128,000 tn the market

Device for Heating Oil. 

There is an ingenious heating 
device used by the aviation wnit for 
heating oil for the airplane mo- 
tors. The big Ford uses a lot of 
oil—too much to be heated over 
small torches in smal! cans. 

A part of the hole in which the 
Ford has been lying all winter was 
blocked off and a fairly large snow 
house with a canvas roof put over 
it.
